This report is aimed at presenting the over-all picture 
of LCN membership and activities throughout the US and its 
environs. 'Pertinent information was obtained from referenced 
reports, of, auxiliary offices, and was'correlated with information 
already in possession of NYO. No attempt was made to set forth 
any specific LCN activities in the gambling and shylocking 
fields, first because it is so widespread, and could not be 
adequately condensed for a report of this nature5 and secondly, 
since it is widely known and accepted that LCN controls these 
activities to a great extent. 


INFORMANTS: 

It is to be noted that this report has utilized the 
T-symbols from-referenced’New York report of 10/20/67, to con¬ 
ceal the identities of sources NY T-l through NY T-I96.

THOMAS LUCHESE of New York, New York, died on 
July 12, 1967 , of a brain tumor. His replacement, as head 
of that "family", has not been verified by investigation,, to 
date, as set out in the "Leadership Section" of this report. 
No information has been received to indicate that LUCHESE 1 s 
position on the "Commission" has been filled. 

JOSEPH BONANNO of New York'and Tucson, Arizona, has 
been reported, by various sources, as attempting to retake

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his old position as'“boss” of his "family", and may have 
succeeded. As reported previously,' BONANNO was reportedly 
deposed' from his position on the "Commission J, as well as 
being demoted within, or expelled from,, his family . 

There is no indication that BONANNO, although he may have 
taken over his' "family" again, has been placed back on the 
"Commission", his old position as "boss" of his family . n 
However after a violent, bloody, dispute .within that family , 
BONANNO and those close to him have left the New York City 
area, and several, including BONANNO have moved to Tucson, fj 
Arizona. PAUL SCXACCA, who was "consiglieri" of this family 
under GASPARE DI GREGORIO, has been named boss , with the 
approval of the "Commission". However, there has been no 
information received to indicate that SCIACCA holds a position 
on the "Commission". 


SAM GIANCANA of Chicago, Illinois, was a member of 
the "Commission" for years. However, he was incarcerated f?^ 
contempt of court from June 1, 1965 to May 31* 19^6. Immediately 
upon his release, GIANCANA fled the country, and established 
residence in Mexico, where he continues to remain. 

Prom May, 1967 , until August, 1967 , the Chicago 
"family" operated without any specific individual being 
designated "boss" or acting "boss". Several persons such as 
FELIX "MILWAUKEE PHIL" ALDERISIO, FIORE BUCCIERI, and JACK 
CERONE were considered as successors to this position, however, 
no official designation was made and these persons were 
apparently reluctant to assume this role, because of the 
"heat",- which was appatently attached to this position. In 
August, 1967 , Chicago sources reported that the official 
leadership of the Chicago "family" had been assumed on a 
temporary basis by ANTHONY JOSEPH ACCARDO and PAUL DE LUCIA, 
also known as PAUL RICCA, .-both of whom have acted m ™is 
capacity in the past and were as of August, 1967, considered 
tobe in a retired status. NY T-204 and NY T-191 have advised 
in August, 1968 , that ACCARDO and RICCA continue to share ( the 
leadership responsibilities for the LCN Chicago family . 
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B. QUALIFICATIONS AND . ' 

ADMISSION TO MEMBER SHIP 

On November 29, 1967, NY T-223 advised that proposed 
members of the LCN are not being made because the books 
are still closed. He believes the books are closed because 
the LCN knows the FBI has successfully infiltrated their 
ranks, and in addition has made informants out of some of 
the proposed members of the LCN. 

Also the books have been closed due to problems 
which arose after the GALLO brothers were made wherein 
they caused an insurrection with the PROFACI crew causing 
the "mustaches" (old members) to hold off in making any 
younger men. 

There seems to be a break down in the training 
procedure for LCN membership. To sources knowledge, FRANK’ 
COCCHIARO of the DE CAVALCANTE LCN "Family" is the only one 
actively training proposed members. 

FRANK COCCHIARO has 7 men directly under his 
control being trained. This training program consists of 
"hit" assignments and other dirty jobs which bind the mob 
together testing each individual mob member’s ability to 
stand up under pressure. One of the problems with the 
hoodlum element today is that there are too many "leisure" 
guys, those individuals who want the money from gambling 
and other activities, but who do not want to murder anyone. 

Two of the individuals with FRANK COCCHIARO are 
CORKY VASTOLA and ROBERT DI BERNARDO. They, as well as the 
other COCCHIARO mob members, are from the Brooklyn, New 
York, area and regularly hang out at Satellite Wheel Alignment 
Company, a garage located in Brooklyn. There is no doubt 
that all of COCCHIARO*s mob will be "made" by the DE CAVALCANTE 
LCN "Family" when the books are reopened. 

COCCHIARO usually travels to Brooklyn, New York, on 
Monday of each week to meet with his mob, then they sometimes 
go to the Copacabana Night Club in Manhattan that night. 
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On July 15, 1968, NY T-l advised that JOSEPH 
PATERNO Nin Newark, New Jersey, is also experiencing some 
difficulty "with the outfit". Apparently, "his boys" have 
been very active in various hijacking operations.• Many of 
them are being arrested and the loads recovered. "The outfit" 
feels that PATERNO is not exercising sufficient control over 
his people. It was the source’s opinion that PATERNO will 
receive a severe reprimand and instructed to resolve this 
situation. 


NY T-121 advised in 1968 that recruitment for new 
LCN members was closed throughout the United States for 
security reasons by the ruling "Commissione" of LCN Bosses. 

He stated that because of continued pressure on LCN as a 
result of police and federal investigations, the "Commissione" 
decided it would be too great a risk to hold meetings for 
approval of recruits into LCN and too difficult to give 
them criminal assignments to test the worthiness or criminal 
^potential of possible recruits. NY T-121 in 1968, expressed 
concern over the lack of "new blood" in the organization, and 
also^expressed the dissatisfaction of many of the members or 
soldiers in the conservative and, in his opinion, even 
frightened leadership displayed by many of the Bosses. He 
believed that in many other areas of the country, or in the 
Los Angeles family, the leadership keeps any financially- 
profitabie activity to themselves, instead of sharing it 
"the members. In addition, he pointed out that many 
of the old members are now in poor health and are physically 
incapable of sustained criminal activity. He stated they 
do not have "the stomach" or the talent for it. 

„ . 0n August. 1, 1968, NY T-7 advised that the "books" 

membership in the New York "families" of La Cosa Nostra 
CLCN^ will be opened in October, 1968. Informant also expressed 
Jr5 e that the "books" would be opened in all the 

families" of LCN throughout the country at the same time. 

Screening of candidates is now being conducted, 
according to informant, by the respective New York "families".

Leadership 


As previously reported, after the alleged abduction 
of JOSEPH BONANNO from a New York City street on October 21, 
1964, the leadership and loyalties of BONANNO’s family 
fluctuated considerably. During 19^5 5 sources advised that 
GASPARE DI GREGORIO had taken over as "boSs" in place of 
BONANNO. However, due to illness and ineffectual leadership, 
DI GREGORIO had to be replaced as "bbss". The family con¬ 
tinued to be split into two factions, one loyal to BONANNO 
and one loyal to the DI GREGORIO side. 


After BONANNO's surrender to United States District 
Court (USDC), SDNY May 17, 1966, in answer to an indictment 
on a charge of Obstruction of Justice, BONANNO began to make 
a move to regain the "family" leadership.^ This effort was 
engineered with the close assistance of his son, SALVATORE 
VINCENT BONANNO, also known as "Bill", who surrounded himsel.. 
■with a small number of loyal followers 5 and negotiated with 
the higher echelon members of the "family" for a settlement 
with'the DI GREGORIO faction.

NY T-12, NY T-l 68 and other sources have advised 
that there is no formal organization as such of the LCN in 
Arizona.. These informants further advise that the LCN 
members in Arixona continue to be concentrated in the Tucson 
Arizona area and are considered to be members of the JOSEPH 
BONANNO ,i family‘' of LCN. 

It is to be noted that BONANNO continues to 
maintain a residence at 1847 East Elm Street in Tucson. 

NY T-12 and T-l 6 £ have consistently furnished in¬ 
formation indicating that the LCN has no formal organization 
in Arizona. These informants advise, however, that the 
members in Arizona are considered as being part of the 
JOSEPH CONANNG "family of LCN. It is to'be noted that 
BONANNO has been residing almost continually at his Tucson 
residence for the oast several months. He is, however, 
maintaining himself in almost complete seclusion and is pre- 
sently at home recuperating from an alleged heart attack 
which he suffered on June 5* 1968 . This attack occurred 
just prior to an appearance he was scheduled to make before 
a Grand Jury in New York City. BONANNO has also made it 
known that he desires no contact with local LCN members and 
he obviously has considerable trepidations concerning his 
personal safety, especially following an explosion which 
occurred in the back year of his residence on July 22, 1968 , 
which bley, out a portion of a brick wall surrounding his 
back year. In addition, BONANNO is constantly guarded by 
his bodyguard, PETER MAGADDINO. 

Concerning current leadership of the LCN in 
Arizona, it is to be noted that CHARLES JOSEPH BATTAGLIA, JR 
who previously served as BONANNO 1 s titular representative in 
Arizona is now confined in the federal prison at Leavenworth 
Kansas, where he is serving a ten-year sentence for viola¬ 
tion of the Hobbs Act.

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BONANNO's older son, SALVATORE VINCENT BONANN®, has been 
spending most of his time in Tucson and is obviously serving 
as his father's spokesman. Informants have advised that 
SALVATORE, commonly known as BILL, is definitely not viewed 
with respect by the local LCN members; and, therefore, 
various instances of dissension have arisen resulting from 
members either ignoring BILL or refusing to acceot any 
orders from him.
